comparatively ihort, his death was 
glorious. He fell into the arms of 
victory, and finiihed his courfe ina 
manner that will enroll his name i: 
the annals of his country among 
thofe ftuperior fpirits who, at the call 
of honour and humanity, flew to 
fuccour the diftreffed, and ardently 
endeavour to avenge the caufe of vio 
lated royalty, and reprefs the horrors 
under which fociety groaned, in con- 
fequence of the mott barbarous fyf- 
tem of ufurpation, tyranny, fraud, 
rapine, and aggrcilon, that ever be~- 
tore deveftated or deflroved the natie 
ons of the Kuropean world.

To fpeak of the 
clergy of Scoyland in general, is to

jenis that adorn, and thofe virtues 
that blandifh hte. Among thele, 
m+. Moore was revered for the fim- 
phcity of his manners and the integri- 
ty of lis heart. which rendered his 
character, like that of many of his 
countrymen, ina confiderable degree 
patriarchal. 

The father of our hero, the late 

John Moore, was born ia the 
year 1730. He received the rudi- 
ments ot his ciafical education tn 
the manfion of his fire; whence he 
was, however, fent for fome time to 
an adjacent fchool, and thence re- 
moved to the univerfity of Glafgow. 

As he advanced in years a profef- 
fion became necellary,; and that im- 
pulfe which has obtained the appella- 
tion of ge: nius directed him to the ftu- 
dy of the clirurgical and medical {ci- 
@y1ces, gree were there combined, 
and for the practice of which his 
collese part had peculiarly quali- 
fied hh um, Inthe year 1747, having 
left Scotland, probably on account of 
the recent tioubies, he became a itur- 
rcon’s mate in tite atmy then fe rving 
in Flanders ; in which fituation he 
remaiaed unul the general peace in 
the year 1748.

What ufe- 
lefs difcu fions have originated in this 
error | Some authors have endeavour- 
ed (0 prove, that man isnot naturally 
an aflociating animal; the abfordiry 
of which doctrine mult appear fufi- 
ciently evident, if we’ recollee that 
fociety exifts. Other moralifis! have 
argued, that fociety owes its exiftence 
to a fente of property ; but are not 
many animals gregarious or aflociate 
ing, that can have nofenfeof proper- 
; One clafs of theorilts tell’us man 
wholly a felfith animalp and deny 
the exiflence of a vencvolentprineipe:

yet it does not require any extent of 
obfervation to afcertain, that virtue 
predominatesin the world, and, theve- 
fore, that man muft have a hee: o- 
lent principle. Another clals go to 
the contrary extreme, and not only 
affure us that an univerfal benevolence 
is a charactenitic of human nature, 
but that itis ovr dury to exert that he- 
nevolence equaliy arhong the whol 
Jnurhan  racd, withtut making an . 
diftin€tion as to fhmmation, religion, 
or laws. ‘Thefe are the principles of 
the cofmopolite, and as their « ndency 
is diametrically oppolie to patrioning, 
they tall naturally under our examina- 
tion; but, in the firff place, let us tn- 
gvire whether affection for our native 
country, isa diftinét inherent quality 
m.the ituman character. 

Lord Kaimes, an ‘author wlio 
eestainly mutt hold-a high rank on 
the hit of our fpeculative moraliits, 
has delivered it as his opinion, that a 
general benevolence, ur the ufual 
fenic of that expr refion, is not a fea- 
ture in the human character. He 
fays, that when we confider a fingle 
maa, abltra@ted from all circumftan- 
ccs, and all connections, we are not 
conicrous of any benevolence to lim;

“This is 
not giving fuch a good opinion of 
inven nature, as evidence would at 
Jeait admit. Such a perfect ditlerence 
between man and man cannot exit ; 
nor can we view a man, abftraGed 
from all circumtiances and connexi- 
ons.
